More Benefits 
Available 
To Disabled 


The Dothan Social Security 
Office is still trying to contact 
those people who possibly could 
qualify for additional payments 
under the new Supplemental 
Security Income program that 
will begin in January, 1974, 
Ted A. Gamble, District Mana- 
ger of the Dothan office stated. 

To be eligible for these pay- 
ments a person must be age 65 
or over, disabled or blind and 
have limited income and res- 
ources. Some examples of 
limited income are if a per- 
son has earned income of $345. 
a month or less, or unearned 
income of $150.00 a month or 
less. Some examples of lim- 
ited resources are if a person 
has less than $1,500.00 in the 
bank, owns a car with a mar- 
ket value of $1,200.00 or less, 
or does not have excessive 
real estate holdings. 

Anyone who thinks he may 
be eligible for additional pay- 
ments should contact the so- 
cial security office at once. 
Even though payments cannot 
start until January, 1974, the 
Social Security office is taking 
applications now so they can 
process them ahead of time 
and avoid delays that might 
occur if there’s a rush of ap- 
plications right at the end of 
the year.

Folsom Heads Utility - 
Fights Water Leak 


The Elba Water and Elec- 
tric Department has been op- 
erating for the last several 
weeks under the direction of 
Mr. Robert Folsom, former 
Elba City Councilman. He was 
hired to supervise the depart- 
ment until something perman- 
ent is worked out, (new mayor 
appointed, new board member 
appointed). Folsom was an 
electrician in the U. S. Navy 
for many years. 

In addition to the normal 
problems of the department, 
Mr. Folsom reports that last 
Friday night the 400,000 gal- 
lon water tank West of town 
lost all of its water due to 
an eight inch water main br- 
eaking. The leak was repair- 
ed Saturday morning and re- 
filling began. 

Sometime Saturday or Sat- 
urday night a six inch water 
main broke near Sam Sawyer’s 
pond and the tank again empt- 
ied. The Elba Fire Department 
was called out on Sunday to 
assist in refilling the tank and 
priming the water main. 

The troubles were not over, 
as a cut off valve also was 
opened Monday and the unre- 
paired water main spilled about 
60,000 gallons more on the 
ground.

Farm Loan 
interest Rates 
Increase 


The loan interest rate in 
the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture’s Farm Storage and 
Drying Equipment Loan Prog- 
ram is being raised to reflect 
increased borrowing costs of 
money to Commodity Credit 
Corporation (CCC). The in- 
terest rate will be increased 
from 6.0 percent to 8.75 per- 
cent, per annum, computed on 
a daily basis. 

In addition, the amount of 
down payment required by bor- 
rowers is being raised from 
15 to 30 percent because of 
the accelerated pace at which 
on-farm storage is being add- 
.ed. The changes became ef- 
fective for loan applications 
filed on and since the 17th 
day of September, 1973. 

The changes are designed 
to maintain program activity 
at a level which will more 
nearly reflect the current sto- 
rage situation rather than the 
Situation that has prevailed 
over the past several years, 
and they should result in a 
reduction of Federal Govern- 
ment Expenditures in Fiscal 
Year 1974, the Department ex- 
plained. 

Under the Farm Storage and 
Drying Equipment Loan Pro- 
gram, farmers can secure CCC 
loans to finance on-farm sto- 
rage and drying facilities need- 
ed for grain and other commo- 
dities. Record use was made 
of the program during Fiscal 
Year 1973 when 41,046 loans 
were made for $156.6 million 
representing more than 313.5 
million bushels of storage cap- 
acity.

Folsom notes that the 
loss of voltage cost the city 
money and lowers the amount 
of voltage available to a home.

What Do You Think? 


The Coffee County Commission has been discussing for 
a couple of weeks the possibility of locating the new county 
maintenance shop on ten acres of land owned by the county 
within the city limits of Elba. On Monday of this week the 
commissioners all indicated they were ready to “vet the 
ball rolling and get the shop started”. When the time to 
vote came, the commissioners from Districts one, two and 
three voted to use the Elba location. The three commissioners 
from District four voted against the proposal. Probate Judge 
James Sawyer broke the tie, voting against the motion. A 
motion was then made to locate the facility in New Brockton 
and the vote for this was the three commissioners from Dis- 
trict four. Opposing the motion was the commissioners from 
District one, two and three. Again the Probate Judge broke 
the tie and voted for the proposal. The facility will be built 
in New Brockton in spite of a host of people appearing before 
the group and pointing out the advantages of placing it on 
property owned in Elba by the County. 

Following the vote, those opposing locating in Elba made 
statements to the effect they were voting for ALL OF COFFEE 
COUNTY and not against Elba. This newspaper has also 
heard talk from Dothan that Judge Sawyer has asked to be 
appointed to the board of the Southeast Alabama Regional 
Planning & Development Commission as Elba’s representa- 
tive even though he lives in Enterprise. There is a vacancy 
on the board at present. The County Commission makes this 
appointment.

Go With The Wind! 

Energy hunters are on the 
prowl for new ways and 
means to help solve the en- 
ergy crisis, 

Scientist Frank Rom of 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration says 
that wind carries enough en- 
ergy to provide half the coun- 
try’s electrical power. 

So, he is examining the 
possibility of building 
100,000 windmills to make 
use of that energy. 

Rom, a member of NASA’s 
Lewis Research Center in 
Cleveland, O., said a typical 
power plant can produce 
1,000 megawatts and about 
100 windmills would be 
needed to provide this much 
power. 

He said that NASA is de- 
signing wind generators that 
are efficient and operate at 
low cost. Some will be con- 
structed on a trial basis.

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CATTLE PERFORMANCE 

Cattle producers try to get 
each brood cow to wean a calf 
every year, A lot of cows are 
weaning a calf every 15 to 16 
months, and this can be unpro- 
fitable, even at today’s prices. 
Dr. J. N. Wiltbank of Iowa State 
University believes in breeding 
heifers to calve at two years of 
age. But this depends a lot on 
weight, 

According to Wiltbank, Here- 
fom heifers should weigh 700 
to 70 pounds when bred. Angus 
heifers should weigh at least 
650 pounds, and crosses sh- 
ould also weigh about the same 
as regular Hereford and Angus 
cattle. On some of the exotic 
breeds like Sinmetol, Limousin 
and Charolais, they need to 
weigh at least 750 povads be- 
fore being exposed to the bull. 

Wiltbank believes that it is 
better to breed heifers a little 
early in the season in order to 
be sure that they calve early 
in the calving season the first 
year. 

DRYING CORN 

Dozens of Coffee County far- 
mers are harvesting corn ear- 
lier than usual and are drying 
it prior to storage. Ear corn 
may be stored at moisture up 
to 18 percent in regular, natur- 
ally ventilated cribs especially 
if the corn isn’t stored too deep. 
Shetty corn should be dried to 
12 percent moisture before sto- 
rage. Temperature of the dry- 
ing air should not exceed J10 
degrees.

AZALEA WORM 

I noticed this past week on 
my place and also at my neigh- 
bor’s that caterpillars are str- 
ipping the leaves from azalea 

plants. I have also had sey- 
eral calls on this recently. The 
worm that is doing the damage 
is the azalea datana,. 

You can control this worm 
easily by using a 10 percent 
Sevin dust. I would dust both 
the plants they are on and also 
the unaffected plants to be sure 
to get good control. After you 
first notice them, don’t wait two 
or three days; go ahead and tr- 
eat them then. These worms can 
strip a plant in just a few days.

Peanut picking is in full pro- 
gress! We had some good wea- 
ther last week and I hope that 
it will continue. For the next 
10 days, the weather is going to 
be very important.

This was an 
unusual spring in that it was too 
wet to plant early inthe season, 
Generally, I think that we are 
going to have a good crop, and 
overall Coffee County farmers 
are going to have a good year. 
BEEF SHOW 

Coffee County 4-H andFFA 
members have about 30 steers 
on feed, These are being fed 
and trained in preparation for 
the shows in March. We will 
probably wind up with close to 
40 steers for the show. Even 
though the cost is greater than 
it has ever beenin getting these 
calves, our young people want 
to participate more this year 
than in several years. We are 
encouraged by this. These 
Coffee County young people are 
going to have an excellent place 
to exhibit their livestock. Iam 
looking forward to the shows. 

Incidentally, several people 
each year contact us prior to 
the show and ask about buying 
a steer. If you are interest- 
ed, simply contact us before 
the show some time in January 
or February and let us know 
that you are interested. All we 
will have to doat the sale is en- 
ter your bid. We have a pack- 
ing house in Enterprise andone 
in Elba who will be glad to fix 
your meat exactly as you want 
it. Dan Presley, Sara Hutchi- 
nson and I have bought half 

a steer each for a number of 
years. Mrs. Hutchinson failed 
to get part of a steer for her 
freezer this year and has been 
regretting it ever since. If 
you want us to keep you post- 
ed on this, send us a card. 

Chip Westbrook and his dad, 
W. B. Westbrook, of Route 2, 
Elba have over 100 acres in 
peanuts and about the same ac- 
reage in soybeans. I asked 
Westbrook how they were hand- 
ling rotations. He said they had 
some extra land that they are 
clearing and hopes to have en- 
ough land to carry out a good 
rotation. 

Where people have enough 
land to carry out a good rota- 
tion, soybeans will fit innicely 
on many farms in Coffee Co- 
unty. 


 Cattlemen 
Should 


Keep Check 


Alabama livestock produc- 
ers are urged to keep a close 


watch over their animals by 
*’ Commissioner of Agriculture 


and Industries M. D, (Pete Gil- 
mer), 

With beef and pork prices 
being at record highs, thenum- 
ber of stolen livestock has in- 
creased greatly during the past 
year according to Gilmer. 
Higher numbers plus higher 
prices have meant more than a 
million dollars loss annually 
to Alabama producers, This is 
more than twice the previous 
annual losses, 

Commissioner Gilmer sug- 
gested that cattlemen check 
their pastures at least once a 
day--preferably more--and to 
Stagger the hours of their dai- 
ly checks. He added that hight 
checks are recommended, 

Cattlemen were also advised 
by Gilmer to brand their live- 
stock. He said branded cat- 
tle can be traced and identi- 
fied and are not stolen nearly 
as often as unbranded cattle, 
Producers who do brand their 
livestock are required to reg- 
ister the brands with the Stock- 
yards and Brands Division of 
the Department of Agriculture 
and Industries, 


Dove Hunting 
Regulations 


Revised 


The U. S. Fish and Wild- 
life Serice has revised its reg - 
ulations relating to the hunting 
of doves and other migratory 
birds, except waterfowl. The 
new regulations are intended 
to reduce the confusion con- 
cerning dove hunting that has 
existed in recent years, 
Charles D. Kelley, Director of 
the Game and Fish Division in 
the Department of Conserva- 
tion and Natural Resources, 
said Friday. 

Kelley said the revised re- 
gulations would permit the sho- 
oting of doves where grain has 
‘been grown in a field and no. 
removed. “In other words,” 
Kelley said, “it will be perfect - 
ly legal to shoot doves over 
grain fields that have been 
‘bush hogged’ or otherwise cut 
to the ground and as long as 
the grain is not gathered and 
redistributed.” 

Kelley pointed out that 
change WILL NOT allow forthe 
shooting of doves over fields 
where foreign grain has been 
spread unless this grain was 
spread as the result of a bona 
fide agricultural practice or 
procedure, 


Coffee To Have 
Adult Basic Ed 
Program 


The Coffee County School 
System will participate in the 
Alabama Adult Basic Educa- 
tion program during the 1973- 
74 school year. 


The Adult Basic Education 
Program has previously en- 
abled several adults to com- 
plete work for their GED (high 
school equivalency diploma) 
and helped many more improve 
their education; thus, enabling 
them to find employment or 
better paying jobs, promotions 
or increases in salary. Other 
adults have learned to read, 
write and cipher. ' 

The program is funded for 
the benefit of people over 16 
years of age, who want to im- 
prove their basic education or 
some phase of their education. 
+.Verage age of the adult lear- 
ner last year was 31, 

The adult classes will be 
much different than the regu- 
lar school classes, They will 
be set up to meet the needs or 
educational desires of each ad- 
ult who attends. The adult stu- 
dent may work individually or 
in a small group. All supplies 
and books will be provided free 
of charge, 

Classes will register in New 
Hope Junior High, Warren Sm- 
ith (New Brockton), Kinston 
High School, Pine Level (Lou- 
ise Marler’s residence), Good- 
man Junior High, New Brockton 
High School and Zion Chapel 
High School, Monday night, Oct- 
ober 1, 1973, from 7:15 to 9:15; 
however, the time of class 
meetings thereafter will be de- 
cided upon by students and tea- 
chers. Classes will meet for 
approximately four hours per 
week,

“Land Management for 
White-Tailed Deer In Ala- 
bama” is the title of a new 
booklet published by the Soil 
Conservation Service. 

Some of the topics discus- 
Sed in the booklet include 1) 
life history of the whitetail-- 
when they are born, the num- 
ber of young per adult female,| 
the age at which they breed, 
when antlers are developed, 
and shed, and how to deter- 
mine age; 2) habitat needs 
of the whitetail--what they 
must have in order to live, 
thrive, and produce healthy 
offspring; 3) how to create and 
maintain suitable food, cover, 
and water; 4) the necessity of 
harvesting surplus deer each 
year; and 5) how to increase 
the number of deer by manag- 
ing habitats on Alabama lands. 

“Land Management for 
White-Tailed Deer in Ala- 
bama” should be of value to 
landowners, sportsmen andot- 
hers interested in white-tailed 
deer. Copies are available 
from the local office of the Soil 
Conservation Service. 


LANDSCAPE FOR WILDLIFE 
While relaxing on my neigh- 


bor’s sun deck one afternooz 


this past spring, the backyard 
came alive with wildlife. The 
yard was beautifully landscaped 
with a variety of trees, shrubs 
and flowers. Bird feeders pro- 
vided supplementary food. We 
watched as chirping sparrows, a 


brown-headed nuthatch, quail, 
doves, and a goldfinch ate seed 


from the bird feeders. A blue- 
jay flew in and took command of 
the feeding area scattering the 
other birds. Bullying blue- 
jays are quite common but the 
next scene was quite a sur- 
prise. A woodpecker flew over 
to the tree containing the blue- 
jay and a bird feeder, and rou- 
ted the jay. The woodpecker 
then took a large seed in its 
bill and hopped up the tree to 
deposit the seed under a loose 
piece of bark on the large 
pine. The woodpecker made ab- 
out eight trips from the bird 
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feeder up the tree and back ag- 
ain, storing seed. 

Meanwhile, a pair of grack- 
les on a grassy bank ofa str- 
eam were performing a mating 
ritual, The male strutted, puf- 
fing out his feathers and spr- 
eading his wings and tail fea- 
thers. After several minutes 
of courtship display, the birds 
mated and the female fell over 
as if she had fainted. We got 
concerned after several min- 
utes passed but the female fin- 
ally got up, and flew to her 
mate, 

This fascinating display of 
bird behavior took place in the 
backyard of a home in Ozark, 
Alabama. Squirrels, rabbits, 
and chipmunks share the yard 
also. My neighbor misses alot 
of TV newscasts, while en- 
joying these ‘‘nature shows’’, 

This backyard wildlife haven 
was planned and landscaped for 
wildlife. Wildlife habitat must 
contain food, cover and repro- 
duction areas to attract wild 
creatures. By using the pro- 
per trees, shrubs and herba- 
ceous plants in landscaping, the 
living requirements of wildlife 
can be met. Such plants pro- 
vide nuts, seeds, berries, fr- 
uits, foliage, and protective 
cover for wildlife. 

A step-by-step plan tocreate 
wildlife habitat around your 
home was published in the Ap- 
ril-May 1973 issue of National 
Wildlife, a publication of the 
National Wildlife Federation, 

The idea is to create ‘‘Mini- 
refuges’’ for wildlife in urban 
backyards. This type of land- 
scape also benefits people by 
bringing country living to town. 
A noted anthropologist once said 
that only when man has incor- 
porated into the urban setting 
all that he once gained through 
living in nature will he be ‘‘ful- 
ly and faithfully - urbanized’’. 

The Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice can provide you with in- 
formation on landscaping for 
wildlife. The local office of 
the Soil Conservation Service is 
located in the Agricultural 
Complex, in New Brockton, Ala.

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FREEZER FAILURE 

Freezer failure can be dis- 
astrous. But if you take a few 
precautions, you can keep your 
food from spoiling when your 
freezer stops running. Follow

First, keep the freezer clo- 
sed. Open it only to take food 
gut or to add dry ice. The len- 
gth of time food will stay fro- 
zen depends on the amount of 
food in the freezer A full 
freezer stays cold longer than 
one half full. It also depends 
on the kind and temperature 
of food in your freezer 

The freezer itself is im- 
portant. A well-insulatedfree- 
zer will keep food frozen much 
longer than one with little in- 
Sulation. And a larger freezer 
will keep food frozen longer 

You can add dry icetothe fr- 
eezer in case of an emergency 
The more dry ice you use, the 


longer your food will remain 
frozen. Find out where to buy 
dry ice before an emergency 
arises 


And if all else fails, bring 
out the home canning equipment 
and cook the thawed food. Be

hand 
You may safely refreeze 


foods that have thawed if they 
contain ice crystals. But rem- 
ember to use refrozen foods 
as soon as possible
